A western newspaper-has. been descanting- on what it is 


pleased to term "Our governing class," meaning (hereby the 
professional politicians and public ofllce holders. 
If says Am- 


ericans, who have been in (lie habit of shaking their heads 
over the fact that European nations have their governing 
classes, are actually.ruled fo about !he same extent by the 
governing.class at home. The paper says this class has been 
allowed lo grow up because it was neither privileged nor 
titled, and so little attention has been paid to its development, 
the voters resting content in the knowledge'thai Ihcy can 
change their officials whenever they see 
fit. 


But while it is true thai the politicians do have a pretty 


strong hold'on public affairs in all parts of the country, it isi 
not true that (hey constitute a governing class. The people 


. arc the governing class in this country and when things go 
wrong'-bec'ause they fail lo exercise (heir power intelligently 
they have no one but themselves lo blame. 


All power in this country rests in the'hands of the people. 


They elect most of the officials, and Ihosc who come into of- 
fice otherwise are appointed by those that are elected. This 
leaves no loophole for (lie voters, who are responsible for (he 
character of (heir officials and (he way in which (he public 
business is managed. 
' 
- 


Unfortunately, there is too much, carelessness and indif- 


ference on the part of the voters. Many neglect fo perform 
their duty at the ballot box, and many'are so swayed by preju- 
dice and partisanship that they fail lo perform the duties of 
citizenship as they should. Personal popularity often counts 
more in favor of a candidate than real filness for the office fo 
be filled/and Ihis is (he principal reason why so many ofllces 


' are filled with second-rate men. In reality there are few bad 


men in office, bul llieee are many whose work could be im- 
proved upon. 


And wilh all the misfils (here would be little to complain 


of in the\character of our government if (he voters would do 
fhcir duty between elections by keeping watch of affairs and 
Idling the officials know whal is wanted and what is not 
wanted. 
But (he average man after casting his ballot goes 


home and about his business and pays foo little attention lo 
public matters except as a grumbler and growler. 


As a matter of fact American officials are exceedingly re- 


sponsive to public opinion when that opinipn is made clear to 
them. 
Instead of constituting: a '•'governing class' they are 


governed entirely by the wishes of their constituents so far as 
these are made plain, and it is useless for any voter or any 
class of voters lo attempt fo shirk responsibility for (heir own 
acts. It is for them to say what the government—local, state 
and national—shall he, and when il fails to come up fo their 
expectalions it is time for a season of introspection'and a re- 
solve lo cleanse Ihe fountain ;it its sp.urce. ;
